He also seems solicitous of the inter- 
ests of the consumer an bewailg the 
fact that the usual drop in price did 
not occur when there happened to be 
a moderate increase in the visible 
supply of wheat, He seems to think 
that as a matter of course the pro- 
duaer would take the drop as some 
sort of moral obligation, regardless 
of the cost of production or losses to 
the producer. While his mind seems 
to be perfectly normal in regard to 
the right relationship of prices be- 
tween the producer or baker of bread 
and the consumer, hig vision does 
not extend to the producer of wheat”
